By XsKriha Order* dated 4 May 1961* the f oreign bsteUigeace Advisory 
Board was established by President Kennedy* and represented a 
react! vatiou, with broadened terms of reference, of tha former President' s 
Beard of Consultants on Foreign Intelligence Activities, which had been 
established by President Eisenhower in 1956. The new Board is composed 
of outstanding citterns from outside the Government, and is headed by 
Mr, Clark Clifford. Its functions at* as follows; 

”. . * The function of the Board shall be to advise the 
President with respect to the objectives and conduct of the 
foreign intelligence and related activities of the United States 
which are retired in the interests of foreign policy and 
national defense and security. ... h the performance of 
Its advisory duties, the Board shell conduct a continuing 
review and assessment of sll functions of the Central Intel- 
ligence Agency* and of other executive departments a ad agencies 
having each or simitar responsibilities in tbs foreign intelligence 
and related Balds* and shall report thereon to the President 
each six month* or more frequently as desrned appropriate. 

The Iftrector of Central fetelligence and the heads of other 
dep a r tments and agencies concerned shall make available to 
the Board any information with raspact to foreign intelligence 
matter# which the Beard may require for the purpose of carrying 
out ito responsibilities to the President. The information so 
supplied to the Board shall bo afforded requisite security 
protection as prescribed by rise provision of applicable laws 
and regulation* . ’*
